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WINTERING BEES. OUTDOOR EVAPORATOR.
Packing Colonies In Straw In an Open | A Handy Arrangement For Drying
Storm Shed. Fruit In Small Quantities.

At the back side of the bee bullding
&t the Montana experiment station and
running the length of it is a room with
a dirt floor fitted up with two skeleton
shelves of 2 by 4 so that some forly
or fifty colonies of bees may be win
t.ed under as nearly normal condi-
tions as possible, with the entrances
connected with the outside, permitting
the bees to fly at will.

Above these rooms im the gable roof
is ample storage rooca for empty hives
and for surpius combs when not In use
for the honey harvest.

During the first two winters prior te
the erectlon of this bee house experi

meunts were carrled on In outdoor win-
tering and In packing a number of col-
onles in straw under one roof. The ex-
periments during the last two years
were not only modified by the indoor
wintering with packing only above the
colonles, but also by packing colonies
in straw In an open shed against the
side of the house. (Bee the accompany-
Ing figures.)

Outdvor wintering is usually accom-
plished In chaff hives, and one great
objection I8 the expensiveness of thess
hives. Otherwise, since it 18 the most
normal condition for bees, this method
Is to be recommended for inexperi
enced beekeepers. The feature of these
chaff hives is a double wall with from
three to eight Inches of space between
the walls on all sides, including the
bottom, filled with some nonconductor
of heat llke straw, chaff, paper or
ground cork. The effect of this pack-
ing Is to retain the heat and at the
same time permit the molsture pro
duced by the bees to pass off.

To further permit molsture to escape
the oil or carriage cloth quilt used in
summer is removed and a canvas quilt
placed over the frames. Above this
newspapers, a plece of old quliiting or
n chaff tray may be used to retaln the
heat. Then above this material to re-
tain the heat there should be an open
space with free ventllation, accom-
plished by auger holes through the ga
ble ends of the roof- The roof and
whole hive should be thoreughly paint-
ed and the hive placed several inchea
off the ground to prevent freezing and
thawing and the attendant soaking up
of water. The entrance formed by »
bridge passageway through the pack-
Ing at the usual place is contracted to

Boll Weevil Problems.

The usual sizes bave a capacity
of five to ten bushels a day. and even
more In some cases, although the
quantity will of course vary with the
attention given to them. As they ure
complete in themselves and are not
too heavy to be readily moved they
may be placed wherever convenlence
from time to time dictates.
